School Board Votes 
Joint Play Program 


San Rafael Board of Education 
pave its approval last night to a 
joint recreation program with the 
city. 
Board members went along with 
plans for a two-year joint pro­ 
gram in which the school district 
will pay one-half of the cost but 
never more than $9,000 in one 
year. 
The board took no action on 
methods of financing the program 
and would make no decision on 
the present two-cent recreation 
tax rate which now brings in about 
$12.000 a year. 
Approval of the program came 
after Board Member Harold Fu l­ 
kerson made a lengthy review of 
state legislation which, he felt, 
recognized recreation as a true 
part of education. 


FIN A N C E PR O B LEM 
Fulkerson 
said 
today, 
“we 
haven't decided on a method of 
financing the program, but if we 
decide to keep the tax, it won't 
be any higher than the present 
two cents. And ultimately it may 
be less than two cents because 
the rate raises more than $9,000 


and anything over that expendi­ 
ture must go back into the recrea­ 
tion fund.” 
The board member also attempt­ 
ed to find an answer to the ques­ 
tion “ when was the tax first ap­ 
plied?” 
As far as Fulkerson could deter­ 
mine, it was placed in the budget 
in the 1952-53 tax rate in an ad­ 
ministrative change and was kept 
in the budget from then on. 
EX PA N SIO N P O S S IB L E 
Russell Porter, director of the 
citywide program this year, said 
he hoped the $9.000 annual ap­ 
propriation from the schools would 
permit slight expansion of the 
program. This year, about $16.000 
was spent and brought more than 
55.000 adults and youngsters out 
to take part in the activities.

events, conducted on playgrounds 
and at school parks.

FBI Chief Calls 


For Action As 


Sex Crimes Rise 


NEW YORK (U.R) — FBI Direc­ 
tor J. Edgar Hoover called on the 
nation’s communities and parents 
today to take action against “a ! 
shocking increase in sex crimes.” 
Hoover said the increase in rape j 
and perverted 
assault 
can 
be 
curbed only by enlightened han- ! 
dling of offenders and increased 
parental 
awareness 
of 
factors 
which may make children either ! 
the perpetrators or the victims of 
such offenses. 
Hoover, writing in the March 
issue of the American Magazine, 
said arrests for sex offenses reach­ 
ed an all-time high in 1953 with 
the probability that “a sex crim­ 
inal was arrested somewhere every 
6.7 minutes, day and night. Rape 
cases have increased 110 per cent 
since 1937, Hoover said. 
“More rapes are now being com­ 
mitted by 18 and 19-year-old boys 
than by males of any other age 
groups,” he said, “and the per­ 
centage of 
rapists under 20 has 
approximately doubled since 1940.” 
Hoover said prevalent practice 
in handling such offenders is un­ 
realistic in th at it provides for 
treatm ent “like any other crim in­ 
al.” As a result, he said, sex crim­ 
inals serve brief prison terms if 
any, and are set free 
to 
prey 
again on the community without 
any treatm ent for the deep-seated 
m ental or emotional illness which 
causes his behavior. 
“This is a reflection upon the 
common sense of all of us,” Hoo­ 
ver said. “We are just as unwise 
as we would be if we permitted 
victims of contagious diseases to 
roam unsupervised in our midst.” ; 
Hoover attributed much of the 
increase in sex crime, particular­ 
ly among younger men, to the 
disrupted home life of World War I 
II. He asked parents to be more | 
alert for signs of m aladjustm ent 
in youngsters which 
could 
lead | 
them to such perversion. 
He also called upon parents to 
protect their children by increas­ 
ed watchfulness 
and 
education 
from becoming the victims of such 
criminals. 
Youngsters m ust be trained, he 
said, to beware of strangers who 
approach them, and particularly j 
to shun the stranger who would 
entice them into an automobile or 
away from their place of play.

At the same time there is an­ 
other corollary: that a teacher who spouts the 
party line cannot be a good teacher, for he or 
she has forfeited loyalty to truth to the le.sser 
loyalty to the party.

M IL L IO N S of teenagers would 
let out an 
outraged 
cry 
that 
would echo from here to Mars. 
They'd write endless chain let­ 
ters 
of 
protest, make 
mass 
marches on the nation’s capi­ 
tal, picket the White House by 
day and by night. 


They’d fight by fair means or 
foul — even ask Dad and Mom 
to help — to preserve what they 
regard 
as 
youth’s 
inalienable 
right to drive a motor car. 


B l ’T S E V E R A L million teen­ 
agers now have the opportunity 
to fight for the greatest single 
privilege 
of 
American 
democ­ 
racy, and, by and large, their 
attitude seems to be one of in­ 
difference. I refer to their luke­ 
warm reaction to proposals to 
lower the voting age from 21 to 
18. 
Youth has got President Eisen­ 
hower in its corner in this mat­ 
ter. He backs the idea of ex­ 
tending the ballot to 18-year- 
olds. But they themselves don’t 
seem steamed up about it. Some­ 
how, that's kind of sad, too. 


M AN Y 
O LD ER 
people, 
of 
course, feel that 18-year-olds are 
too lacking in judgment and re­ 
sponsibility to be given the right 
to vote. 


That same fear in the early 
days of the Republic resulted in 
restrictions that limited the right 


of voting to property owners. The 
same fear kept women from hav­ 
ing the vote for more than a 
century. 


“ Universal suffrage.” contemp­ 
tuously remarked Otto von Bis­ 
marck. “ is the government of a 
house by its nursery.” 
But in 1836 a forward-thinking 
young 
lawyer 
of 
25 — fellow- 
named Abraham Lincoln — had 
just the opposite thought. 


“ I GO FO R all sharing the 
previleges of the government who 
assist in bearing its burdens,” he 
wrote, adding 
he 
favored 
the 
right of suffrage for those “ who 
pay taxes or bear arms, by no 
means excluding females.” 


Today, proponents of earlier 
voting 
point 
out, 
there 
are 
roughly five million citizens be­ 
tween 18 and 21 who are now- 
taxed 
without 
representation. 
Youth is not exempt from taxes 
on thousands of items, any more 
than the elderly are. 
About 14 million are married 
and have set up housekeeping. 
And most of the men in that 
age group are. of course, subject 
to military duty.

number of real delinquents is 
even smaller. 
This ratio, however, is still 
high in comparison with pre­ 
vious periods. W hat are the rea­ 
sons? 
Even the experts can’t find 
ready 
answers. 
An 
underlying 
factor, of course, is the inevitable 
consequence of world conflict— 
World W ar II, the Korean W ar 
and today’s cold war and uneasy 
peace. 


A note of caution: Beware of 
scapegoats. 
The 
problem 
isn’t 
simple. It can’t be laid at the 
door of television, comic books or 
specific prejudices. Juvenile de­ 
linquency is as complex as the 
society that spawns it. 
One one thing only do the ex­ 
perts agree. In every case the 
difficulties 
of 
the 
child 
are 
traceable to their home life and 
parents. The only successful buf­ 
fer between a child and delin­ 
quency. is a secure home and 
loving family — one which gives 
him the chances he needs and 
helps him develop his own best 
interests. 
This is proven by the soaring 
crime 
rate 
among 
teenagers. 
Often their delinquency is due 
to parents underestimating their 
maturity. 
Our 
modern 
social 
order teaches self-sufficiency — 
makes 
teenagers 
more 
adult 
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than we were at their age. They 
want to manage their own af­ 
fairs, and arc frequently mere 
capable of doing 
so 
than 
we 
suspect. 


And like all people reaching 
toward 
responsibility 
— 
they 
want the respect that goes with 
it. If parents won’t grant this,

have forgotten how to talk to 
their children, how to interest

their 
problems. 
This weakens or destroys the 
necessary guidance. . . . 


Unlike the weather, it’s time 
we stopped talking about juvenile 
delinquency — and did some­ 
thing about it — on the com­ 
munity level. 


Our school facilities are used 
from 9 to 4. W hy not open part 
of these facilities from 7 to 10, 
the gymnasium, 
the 
assembly 
hall, the pool, to the same chil­ 
dren who use them from 9 to 4. 
You can’t keep them at home 
all night, every night. Or must 
you depend upon the movie, the 
pool halls, the ice cream parlor, 
the dance hall. 


Many communities ha\e com­ 
munity centers, which the adults 
use once a week or less. W hy not 
add a phonograph, a ping pong 
table, etc., and let the kids use 
it five nights a week, with a 
minimum of adult supervision. 


We adults 
have 
our 
many 
pleasures and diversions, and the 
money to enjoy them. Our card 
parties with friends, our clubs, 
even the corner bar. A fraction 
of what we so spend would pro- 
ude comparable facilities for our 
children.

The House has approved a bill 
(H R 3005» to extend the draft 
law for four years beyond its 
present experiation date of June 
30, 1955. 


Under this law eligible men 
184-26 years of age are subject 
to draft for two years of service 
in the armed forces, as well as 
those up to 35 years who have 
not served in some previous ca- 
r acity. 
Hearings were opened a week 
ago by a House Armed Services 
sub-committee on a proposal to 
strengthen the military reserve 
forces. The bill is HR 2967 and 
its main feature would permit 
the armed forces to accept 100,- 
000 volunteers, 18-184 years of 
age, for six months service fol­ 
lowed by 9 4 years in the Ready 
Reserve. 


Among those testifying in sup­ 
port of the measure were Secre­ 
tary of Defense Wilson and Ad­ 
miral Radford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


SCHOOL C O NSTRUCTIO N — 


President Eisenhower has pre­ 
sented to Congress a three year 
federal-state school construction 
program. 


To assist state agencies and 
local communities in school con­ 
struction. the federal government 
would (a» purchase local school 
bonds; (b> aid state agencies in 
building schools 
for 
rental 
to 
communities; a.nd <c> give direct 
aid 
to 
communities 
that 
can 
neither is^ue bonds nor pay rent 
on new schools. Funds advanced 
initially would be repaid in time. 
Information submitted by the 
stater indicate a deficit of 300,000 
classrooms, and a need for 50,000 
classrooms 
annually 
to

mounting enrollment. 
The President stressed that his 
program would not interfere with 
state authorities. “ We believe.” 
he said, “ that to take away the 
responsibility of communities and 
states in educating our children 
is to undermine not only a basic 
element of our freedom but a 
basic right of our citizens.”

Roads to be improved are des­

Forest Service and State High­ 
way Commissions. It is figured 
that $22,500.000 a year will be 
required to bring forest high­ 
ways up to standards.

Why do the streets in new Marin 
subdivisions go to pieces so quick­ 
ly? 


County 
R o a d 
Commissioner 
M arvin Brigham had an answer 
for that question at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Marin Board of 
Supervisors. And he had a sugges­ 
tion for rectifying the situation. 
The reason many of the new 
streets go to pieces so fast, he told 
the supervisors, is because devel­ 
opers move too much heavy equip­ 
ment over them in the process of 
building more new7 subdivisions. 
It isn’t that the new subdivision 
streets aren’t built properly in the 
i*rst place, he said; it is rather 
that after they are built to stand 
up under relatively light residen­ 
tial traffic they are instead sub­ 
jected to extremely heavy traffic 
—heavy trucks and heavy con­ 
struction 
e q u i p m e n t—moving 
tiirougn the new subdivisions to 
still newer development sites. 
The new streets will handle an 
occasional heavy load, but they 
won’t handle repeated heavy traf­ 
fic. 


Would it be possible, asked Su ­ 
pervisor William D. Fusselman, to 
require subdividers to “make good” 
damaged roads, as a condition of 
approving their subdivision plans? 
Brigham already has conferred 
with the district attorney’s office

Hefty Congress Pay Boost Sure 


WASHINGTON (£*)—A pay raise 
of at least 50 per cent was as­ 
sured 
today 
for 
senators 
and 
House members. A 67 per cent 
boost—as voted by the House— 
appeared probable. 
The Senate yesterday rolled up 
a big vote, 62-24, in favor of an 
increase in congressional pay from 
the present $15.000 to $22.500. 
The measure was at once sent 
to 
conference 
with 
the 
House, 
which last week voted 283-118 for 
a $25,000 salary. Both versions in­ 
clude boosts of $7,500 to $10,000 
for all the approximately 400 fed­ 
eral judges. 


The five Senate conferees on the 
bill include several members who 
favor at least a $25,000 salary. This 
seemed to make it quite likely 
th a t the House figure would be 
accepted in the end. 


Sen. Estes Kefauver <D-Tenn>, 
heading the Senate group, told a 
reporter. 
“We 
will 
defend 
the 
Senate position as strongly as we 
can.” But he added if House con­ 
ferees are adam ant, “we will have 
to make some adjustm ent.” 


The three House conferees all 
were strong backers of the $25,000 
salary in th a t body. 


Kefauver told the Senate yester­ 
day he thought a $25,000 salary 
was “fully justified,” and Senators 
Harley 
Kilgore 
(D-WVal 
and 
Everett Dirksen < R-Ill), other con­ 
ferees, have supported a $27,500 
figure recommended last year by 
a special commission. 


The salary boost will be the first 
since 
1946 
for 
the 
lawmakers. 
However, since then they have 
voted themselves an income tax 
deduction of up to $3,000 for liv­ 
ing expenses in Washington. This 
is not affected by the pay legis­ 
lation.

The four parties in Adenauer’s 
ruling coalition have unanimously 
endorsed three of the Paris T rea­ 
ties—the pacts 
to 
restore 
sov­ 
ereignty to West Germany, create 
a West European Defense Union, 
and admit Wrest Germany into the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion. 


But two of the factions, the Free 
Democrats and the Refugee Party, 
oppose the agreement to “Euro­ 
peanize” the Saar. The Free Dem­ 
ocrats last night defied a threat 
by Adenauer to oust them from 
his coalition if they did not sup­ 
port the Saar accord. 


Adenauer’s Christian Democrats 
alone have 244 seats in the 487- 
seat house. Of the other coalition 
members, 
the 
Free 
Democrats 
have 48, the Refugee party 27 and 
the Germany party 15. The oppo­ 
sition Socialists hold 151. 


Adenauer’s toughest job has been 
to mobilize enough support for this 
pact and to beat down movements^ 
among his own supporters to post­ 
pone

until 
France has completed ratification. 
They still face upper house action 
; in Paris.

Tanker Plane 
Explodes, Takes 
Nine To Death 


WINDSOR, Mo. (JP)—Nine Ait 
Force men perished last night in 
the fiery crash of a gasoline- 
loaded refueling plane about 514 
miles northwest of this central 
Missouri town. 
Two 
crewmen 
parachuted 
to 
safety from about 250 feet as th§ 
flaming craft neared the ground. 
Both were unhurt. 
The KC97 tanker, which refuels 
other 
craft 
while 
in 
the 
air, 
crashed just two minutes after it 
left the Sedalia Air Force Base 
on a routine training flight. 
Persons living near the see no 
said they first saw the plane glid­ 
ing toward the earth in flames. A 
tremendous explosion followed. 
T.Sgt, W alter H. Polk, Knox­ 
ville, Tenn., and S.Sgt. Stanley 
C. Beach, Lambert Lake Maine, 
who parachuted to safety, said 
they first noticed sparks from the 
No. 2 engine and the plane soon 
caught fire. 
“Once the fuel caught it was 
a m atter of seconds,” Polk related. 
“We knew it was going to ex­ 
plode, but we couldn’t make it 
back.” 
A conductor riding in a caboose 
on a Rock Island freight train saw 
the huge craft flaming in the air. 
“In a m atter of seconds it had 
burst into a regular torch,” said 
Asa Gunn, 62, Eldon, Mo., “and 
then it disappeared over a knoll 
ahead of the engine. 
“There was an awful flash—it 
went way up in the air. I knew 
then the plane had crashed and 
exploded, though I couldn’t hear 
the noise because of the train.” 
Mrs. D. D. Stiles, wife of the 
farm er on whose land the plane 
crashed, said she and her husband 
were eating 
dinner when 
they 
heard the roar of the plane's en ­ 
gines. 
“Then there was a big explo­ 
sion,” she said. “The flash lighted 
up the whole house. My husband 
and I got on a tractor and went 
down to the scene but there wasn’t 
much we could do except watch. 
“The 
gasoline 
kept 
exploding 
and we couldn’t get very close.” 
Paul Gregory, a 
farm er who 
lives near the scene, said one of 
the survivors told him the fire 
first appeared in the tail and th at 
pressure made it difficult to open 
the doors to jump. 
“They said they had parachuted 
from the plane a t an altitude of 
less than 75 feet,” Gregory said. 
“One of them said he landed on 
his head and the other said he 
landed on his feet.”

It would be headed by 
an $18,000-a-year director appoint­ 
ed by the governor, who also would 
name a three-member board of 
tax appeals.

LAFAYETTE 
(U.R) — Richard 
Graves, the nearly political u n ­ 
known who ra n as the Democratic 
gubernatorial candidate last fall, 
is building a private business to- | 
day following the political th in k ­ 
ing of the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion.

The 48-year-old Graves, whose 
led-tinged blond hair shows a few 
traces of gray and whose mouth 
is tight with seriousness, does not 
believe his economics theories con­ 
flict with his political philosophy.

"If we build in the public sense, 
in the tradition of private enter­ 
prise—and if it is done properly— 
the process would remain in es­ 
sence private enterprise, still pro­ 
tect the public and result in much 
better planning,” he said. 
“Many a federal office building 
and post office building now is 
built with private capital, then 
leased to the government. It is ad­ 
vantageous to the people. It is 
unfortunate th at a similar pro­ 
posal for supplemental power de­ 
velopment in the Tennessee Valley 
was rejected in favor of the Dixon- 
Yates contract.”

we need.” 
“When I look back at the cam ­ 
paign I went through, then look 
forward to the future, I am con­ 
vinced th a t a strong two-party 
system is of vital importance to 
the security of this country and 
its people. While it, of course, is 
necessary for the two parties to 
contest with all the vigor they can 
command, the difference should be 
in the realm of programs and po­ 
litical philosophy rather th an per­ 
sonal bitterness. 
“The function of the Democra­ 
tic party, as far as I am concerned, 
is for the pioneering of new ideas, 
and it may be th a t the purpose 
of this pioneering is to support 
and preserve the so-called conser­ 
vative ideas of the past.”

Tidelands Oil: W ho Can Exploit It, Where And How? 


By RALPH HOVIS 
LOS ANGELES (/P— One of C al­ 
ifornia’s hottest postwar internal 
fights—over 
development of 
its 
offshore gas and oil reserves—is 
under way in courts, the Legisla­ 
ture and beach cities from Santa 
Barbara to San Diego. 
At stake are reserves estimated 
bv the State Lands Commission 
at four billion barrels of oil, or 
^>out a tenth of the nation's es­ 
timated potential. Also involved is 
the role California might play in 
meeting defense oil needs in a 
national emergency. 
This latest ram ification of the 
“ tidelands” problem has been de­ 
veloping since 1953. when Congress 
returned to the states the right 
to offshore lands the U.S. Supreme 
Court had previously rules be­ 
longed to the federal government. 
Chief questions remaining to be 
answered are whether, where, how 
and by whom these offshore oil 
lands shall be tapped. 
Many of the state's beach com­ 
munities 
oppose 
drilling. 
Some 


prohibit e x p l o r i n g . They fear 1 
equipment 
would 
be 
unsightly. I 
bathing beach°s would be con­ 
taminated, their lucrative tourist i 
trade driven away. Others wel- 1 
come oil men, holding that a fi­ 
nancial 
bonanza 
from 
drilling 
would compensate for any esthetic 
looses. 


The oil industry contends that 
modern methods are so slick that 
people would scarcely be aware of 
drilling and pumping operations. 
Spokesman say derricks could be 
disguised 
light-houses, 
for 
in- > 
stance. Artificial drilling islands j 
could be landscaped. Shore in­ 
stallations could be installed un­ 
derground and machinery made 
noiseless. 


As for water pollution, a state 
source says that since 1933 there i 
have been only two minor inci­ 
dents from oil operations, both 
accidental and quickly remedied. 
Present state laws permit drill­ 
ing in California’s 1.100-mile-long. 
3-mile-wide offshore lands only if 


undersea 
pools 
a l r e a d y 
are 
drained, or threatened by wells oi 
shore. 


And of the state’s two millioi 
tide and submerged acres, onh 
22.207—or 1 per cent—are undei 
oil and gas lease. Of these. 14,072 
are coastal lands in Orange. Ven­ 
tura and Santa Barbara counties 
The rest are in counties border­ 
ing San Francisco. San Pablo and 
Suisun Bays. The 568 wells in 
these areas produce 1,250,000 bar­ 
rels a month. 


The Western Oil and G as Assn. 
spokesman for the oil industry, 
«ays the offshore lands must be 
explored and drilled. Its position: 
“Since 1940 the state's proven 
reserves have gone up onlv 20 per 
cent while crude production has 
increased 63 per cent. Only five 
new ma.ior fields have been dis­ 
covered in the state since 1950.” 
The commission, which also fa ­ 
vors offshore development, adds 
that it is “clearly in the interest 
of national defense that the de­ 


velopment 
of 
every 
crude 
oil 
ource in the state be developed." 
There’s money i n v o l v e d , too 
Peking new fields, the commis- 
;ion says, California’s current oil 
oyalties of about 10 million dol- 
ars a year will shrink to about 
"350.000 annually by 1975. Califor­ 
nia has received up to last Jan . 1 
more than 98 million dollars in 
royalties. By law, 70 per cent of 
this has gone to the Division of 
Parks and Beaches, the rest into 
the general fund.

Newport Beach: Has a contract 
with Monterey Oil Co. and seven

shore Title to its state grant has j 
not been contested. 
Huntington Beach: In the midst 
of an onshore oil boom, it fears 
the heavy drilling may drain off- ( 
shore pools. So it has authorized 


advertising for bids on two under­ 
sea parcels for slant drilling from 
shore. The Orange County Coast 
Assn. and other groups have pro­ 
tested, however, fearing “a rash 
of oil islands rising out of the sea." 
Los Angeles: Has 80 wells on 
7,000 acres on Terminal Island, 
inside Los Angeles Harbor. Drill­ 
ing under state grant. Title to the 
oil has not been challenged. The 
city collects $500,000 royalties a 
year. 
San ta Monica: 
V o t e r s have 
spurned an ordinance that would 
have repealed an existing an ti­ 
drilling measure. The city coun­ 
cil. however, called for bids on a 
drilling contract and General Pe- 


troleum, offering a 35 per cent 
royalty, was accented. But unless 
voters approve, G.P. cannot drill. 
Ventura: Richfield Oil obtained 
a state lands lease in 1954 for 
1.175 acres in the Rincon section 
Minimum royalty is 30 per cent 
Plans call for drilling from man- 
made islands, but a property own­ 
ers’ suit is pending. City and coun­ 
ty do not oppose drilling. 
Santa B arbara: Prohibits drill­ 
ing, holding “there should be an 
area fronting on the city which 
can serve as a sanctuary for peo­ 
ple sim ilar to sanctuaries for wild­ 
life." 
Seal 
Beach: 
This community 
south of Long Beach had an anti- ‘ 


drilling ordinance. But Monterey 
Oil Co. obtained a state lease off­ 
shore and has struck oil from a 
drilling island. The city sued and 
an appeals court ruled that the 
state, not the city, had title to the 
offshore lands involved. 
This case is regarded as prece- 
dental. For the law states that 
wells may be drilled from “ filled’* 
land. Monterey’s island consists of 
a circular steel drum filled with 
earth m aterias. 
The company contended 
suc­ 
cessfully 
that 
th,s 
constitutes 
“ filled” land. If this contention 
is allowed elsewhere, it will open 
the way to majiv such islands 
offshore, observers believe.
